Kibbutz Watzerim 
Decides to Stay Put 


BA. — The mem- 


bers of Kibbutz Hatzerim, 
near here, decided at a gen- 
eral meeting on Saturday 
night not to abandon their 
present place of settlement. 
Several weeks ago they de- 
cided to ask the settlement 
authorities to provide them 
with other lands, due to the 
salinity of the soil which the 
kibbute has been working 
for the past 13 years. 
Kibbutz Hatzerim was one 
of 11 settlements which were 
set up on Yom Kippur eve 
im 1946 as part of the first 
large-scale Jewish settlement 
of the Northern Negev. The 
existence of heavy salt de- 
posits in the soil was dis- 
covered only after the estab- 
lishment of the State, when
